On Water | 


SACRAMENTO ()-—President 
Truman's recommendation the! 
states get together on the Col- 
orado river water rights contro- 
versy brought an echo of approv- 
al today from Governor Warren. | 

The Governor’s comment was) 
based on a Washington dispatch 
that the President has turned 
thumbs down on the $738,000,000 
Central Arizona reclamation proj- 
ect at this time. | 

Governor Warren made it plain 
he is not rejoicing because the! 
Arizona project has been turned 
down temporarily but does heart- 
‘ily-agree an effort should-be made 
to settle the dispute between Ari-/ 
zona on one side and California 
and Nevada on the other. 

Warren, speaking at his press 
conference, reiterated the belief 
he expressed a year or two ago 
that there are only three ways to| 
reach an agreement: 

(1) Preferably by a negotiated 
compact. 

(2) If that can’t be done, then 
by arbitration. 

(3) If neither of these methods 
can be utilized, then by a U. S. 
Supreme court decision. 

The third method, Warren said, 
could only be resorted to after 
legislation had been passed by 
Congress giving the Supreme 
court jurisdiction. 

At present, the Governor said, 
the U. S, is a party to the river 
compact, hence an act of Con- 
gress giving the Supreme court 
jurisdiction would be necessary. 

“There simply isn’t enough: 
water in the Colorado river to 
satisfy all demands,"”. Said War- 
ren. 

“It is a matter of regret to me 
that this long standing contro- 
versy keeps us at odds with our 
neighboring state of Arizona. i

“U. S. Minister Chapin had a 
great role in building up the ac- 
tivities of Mindszenty,” the judge 
said, attacking the United States 
as a supporter of reactionary 
forces. 

All but one of the co-defend- 
ants appealed. 

Only Father Zakar did not ap- 
peal. Cardinal Nindszenty spoke 
| a loud clear “yes” when asked if 
| he wanted to appeal to carry the 
| case to a higher court. 
| The*life imprisonment sentence 
| made impossible any appeal to the 
| court for permission to forward 
| a clemency plea to President Ar- 
; pad Szakasits. This avenue is 
| open only in cases of death sen- 
tences. 


Stands Quietly 
Cardinal Mindszenty is the first 
Prince of the Catholic church to 
face the penal measures of a gov- 
ernment while actually a mem- 
ber of the sacred College of Car- 


dinals. He stood quietly, hands 
folded, face expressionless aS 
Judge Olthys pronounced the 


court’s findings. 

The tension grew with each min- 
ute of the proceedings; the sen- 
tences were not pronounced until 
after all the findings as to each 
individual's guilt had been made. 

The spectators visibly relaxed 
when it was finally disclosed that 
the cardinal had been sentenced 
to life imprisonment-——not death.

Salad Plant 
Is Possible, 
Expert Says 


AP Newsfeatures 
CHICAGO ¢@— Ever hear of a 
“salad plant?” 


You could grow one in your 
garden. It would give you pota- 
toes, tomatoes, eggplant, tobacco 
for a cigarette, and a petunia 
to grace the dining table. 


How is explained by Hugh. C. 
Cutler, curator’ of economic bot- 
any of, the Chicago Natural His- 
tory museum, in the museum’s 
Bulletin. 

Tomatoes and potatoes can be 
harvested from one plant, if the 
stem and leaves of a tomato plant 
are grafted to the roots and part 
of -the stem of the potato plant. 
Tomato plants can be’ grafted on 
many related-rootstocks. In fact, 
he says, in the tropics where to- 
matoes are often susceptible to 
stem and root diseases, young to- 
mato stems are sometimes grafted 
to the hardier stems and roots of 
native wild relatives of the to- 
mato. 

“By grafting tomato and _to- 
bacco stems to a potato rootstock, 
one could even harvest tomatoes, 
tobacco and potatoes. from the 
Same plant,” he says. 

-“If adequate space were avail- 
able, one could even add a piece 
of an egg plant and of a petunia. 
All of these plants are members 
of. the nightshade family, or 
Solanaceae.” 

Last summer there were news- 
paper reports of tomatoes grow- 


,| ing_on potato vines. These weren’t 


‘grafted plant, Cutler says, and 
the “tomatoes” wéren’t tomatoes. 
They were potato fruits that lbok 
like. young green tomatoes, but 
which are slightly poisonous. 

“The potato is a native of the 
Andes of South America, where 
it normally produces many fruits. 
But when some varieties are 
grown far from the equator in 
fields with long summer days, 
the plants continie to produce 
tubers but the flowers do not al- 
ways develop into fruits.” 

Recently, new varieties of po- 
tato have been developed by plant 
breeders, and these have the fruits 
that look like young green to- 
matoes, Cutler said.

| Senate Body 
To vestigate 
Consumer Prices 


WASHINGTON (#) — Thé 
senate banking committee decid- 
ed unanimously today to investi- 
gate what is keeping retail and 
consumer prices so high. 

Chairman Maybank (D-S.C.) 
said public hearings may start 
next week. 

Factual data developed by the 
study, he added, could be used Iat- 
er in passing upon President Tru- 
‘man’s request for standby gov- 
ernment controls as part of the 
administration’s anti- inflation pro- 
gram. 

The committee acted while Sec- 
retary. of Agriculture Brannan 
was telling Congress the nation’s 
biggest task is setting up an eco- 
nomic program that will conquer 
“the evil of boom-and-bust”. The 
secretary said the fate of demo- 
cracy rests on the success of the 
United States in maintaining eco- 
nomic stability. 

“This is not going to be a 
witch hunt,” Maybank told re- 
porters after a closed banking 
committee session. “We are not 
trying to jump on anybody. But 
we want to educate the public 
and ourselves on the facts.” 

Slight Drop 

Maybank noted that the yen- 
eral cost of living had dropped 
only slightly recently while prices 
of some farm products and manu- 
factured goods went down one 
and even two-thirds. 

“We want to find out why,” he 
added. 

The committee ‘approved a res- 
olution by Maybank calling for 
a “full and complete study and 
investigation of prices of agri- 
cultural and other commodities 
with a view to ascertaining the 
causes for unreasonably large 
spreads between prices received 
by farmers, manufacturers, and 
other producers and prices paid by 
ultimate consumers.” 

The report must be made to 
the senate “at the earliest prac- 
ticable date but not later than 
June 30, 1949”, 

Farm Prices Skid 

Maybank pointed particulariy 
to skidding farm prices for wheat, 
cotton, milk and other products 


saying consumer frices of bread, 
butter and other products  re- 
main high. 


“We want to find out what 
causes thése big spreads and what 
‘is Wrong with our distribution 
system,” he said. 

Senator Robertson (D-Va.). told 
reporters the hearings alone 
might force down some retail 
| prices. He noted that last week 
after the committee protested low 
prices paid farmers and produc- 
ers for fats, oils and other pro- 
ducts used in soap “that the three 
big soap companies cut their 
prices six per cent”. 


Airport Site 
Regulations Set 


The adoption of ‘state regula- 
tions governing the approval of 
airport sites compelling operators 
to conform to safety measures, was 
announced by the California Aer- 
onautics commission. 

Airports already in use on June 
30, 1947, however, may receive 
permits upon application regard- 
less of whether they conform to 
the prescribed standards, it was 
revealed. 

Airports owned or operated by 
the Federal government would al- 
So be excluded from the regula- 
tions. Permit applications will 
be mailed within the next 30 days 
to all airports of which it had a 
record, C. A. C. officials said. 

George S. Sanford, manager of 
the Ontario International airport, 
said that he anticipates little or 
no difficulty in securing approval] 
for the local airport from C. A. C. 
Further, there are no recorded air- 
ports nearby with flight patterns 
conflicting with Ontario, he said.

Hoover Hits | 
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Acheson Asks 


Continuation 

WASHINGTON, (#) — Secre- 
tary of State Acheson,’ appealing 
for continuation of the Marshall 
plan, told Congress today that A- 
merican recovery dollars have 
helped to block any advance of 
“totalitarianism” in Europe. 

Because of the multi-billion dol- 
lar project now approaching the 
end of its first year, Acheson said, 
“the free community of Europe 
has not only held its own, but it 
has, during this period, made 
great strides forward.” 

Acheson followed Economic Co- 
operation Administrator Paul G. 
Hoffman as a witness before the 
Senate foreign relations commit- 
tee and the House foreign affairs 
committee, meeting jointly. 

Hoffman offered a European 

recovery “bargain” with a $5,580,- 
000,000 price tag. It was a 15- 
month ‘extension of the Marshall 
plan. 
“If that program brings us 
peace and _ stability” the ECA 
chief said, and I fervently believe 
it can, it will turn out to be the 
greatest bargain the American 
people ever had.” 








Senator Glenn Taylor (D-Ida.) 
remarked that the committee has 
received 2000 telegrams protest- 
ing this plan. Hoover said: 
“They (army engineers) -have 
mobilized their agency and their 
friends all over the country. They 
have prejudged the case before 
Congress has had a chance to see 
the evidence.” 

. He added that it would be 
“a disaster” to exempt any 
agency. He said such exemp- 
tions—which he labelled ‘‘grass- 
hopper bites’”—-had mostly killed 
past reorganization plans.
